Claims: 

Claims 16, 17, and 19-29 are cancelled 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-14, and 30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach or suggest a housing having a chamber formed therein for receiving ink and a 
surface including an outlet passage communicating with the chamber and through 
which ink is dispensed; and an air impermeable, non-porous seal member received in 
the outlet passage, said seal member comprising a substantially v-shaped first surface 
extending from a first end of a side wall of said seal member having a first vertex and a 
substantially v-shaped second surface from a second opposite end of the first sidewall 
of said seal member wherein the first surface faces away from the second surface, 
wherein the surfaces are on opposite exterior sides of the member, and the surfaces 
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are adapted to be compressed when the seal member is installed in the outlet 
passage".
